For years overseas Chinese have 
experienced diffieulty in applying 
for their relatives to leave China 
either for a visit or to live abroad. 
The American Consul Generals 
office 识 -Hong Kong alone has 
more than 6,000 approved immi- 
gration forms .on file waiting for 
the relatives of U.S. -citizens to 
leave China to go to the .United 
States， 

In an unusually frank tone， 
Liao discussed the Plight of 
Chinese with relatives overseas， 
Often more affluent than their 
neighbors _ because they receive 
remittances，{food and clothing 
from abroad，these -relatives of 
Overseas “ Chinese “have been 


subjected to Periodic harassment ， 


for their supposedly“Teactionary 
connections” abroad and their 
bourgeois tendency. To spare their 
Telatives such treatmert， some 
overseas Chinese Purposely avoid- 
ed any commiunication with their 
families in China，severing family 
tiesa completely.

Although the internal political turmoils in China have 
alienated many Overseas Chinese from their native land， 
nothing: is more .destructive than 训 -treatment of their 
relatives，、In thespast， as Liao Cheng-chih freely admitted， 
these relatives Were harassed and discriminated against. 
Some werebranded as landlords, some as “black elements ， 
and many were denied a chance to attend college, to join 
the armed services, or even to get married. Applications to 
go abroad were routinely denied. 

Because traditionally overseas *Chinese have not been 
assimilated into thepolitical life of thelir places of residemnce， 
they canrmrot ask the local government to intervene through 
diplomatic channels. And because most ovVerseas Chinese 
Tefuseto giveup dual citizenship, they still feel subjected to 
the control of the Chinese goverment and thus are afraid 
to speak up. 

As a result, both overseas Chinese and their relatives in 


China suffered. 了 addition to the physical hardships 
endured by the relatives-in China both have to bear the 
agony of separation. 

We hope Liao's statement slgnaled the end of a dark 
period :im China's Telations with overseas Chinese. 
OVerseas Chinese，however，should take this opPportunlty 
to rethink our relationship to China. 

We urge all overseas Chinese to renounce dual citizen- 
ship，and to take up citizenship in the nation of their 
Tesldency. TIhey may maintain cultural and other non- 
pojlitical ties with China，but should not consider them- 
selves citizens of China. 

Then，should there be any Problem concerning their 
relatives or themselves, they could speak up and would not 
have to suffer in silence.

They are called Hua Chiao 一 
overseas Chinese 一 and they 
never lose their Chinese citizen- 
ship and seldom become part. of 
the culture of their adopted lands.

Thats all changing， Time 
magazine ITeports in its Tecent 
international edition. Although 
Taipei still welcomes the `over- 
seas Chinese to return there， 
Peking has adopted the policy of 
single-citizenship and urges the 
estimated ”22,500,000 overseas 
Chinese to seek assimilation in 
foreign lands. 

Sometimes overseas Chinese are 
able to merge into the local scenes 
with ease，sometimes with dan- 
gerous difficulty. 

The weekly news magazine said 
a survey of Chinese living abroad 
showed conditions are best in 
Asian states_ like Hongkong and 
Singapore, where those of Chinese 
ancestry dominate the political 
and _ social life，and ip VWestern 
countries，where Chinese immi- 
grants have adopted Western life- 
styles.， 

But in Malaysia，the Philip- 
pines and Jndonesia;， suspicion 
and recent history have made life 
hard，and sometimes frightening， 
forthe Hua Chiao, Time said . 

REBELLION 

Time said Malaysia resents the 
economic role， Played by its 
3,600,000 Chinese and politicians 
remind the public that Malayan 
Chinese mounted the Communist 
rebellion of 1948-1960. 

More than 500 Chinese were 
killed in riots in Kuala Lumpur in 
1969，sparking an exodus that 
continues today-. 

_The three million Chinese in 
Indonesia，where restrictive laws 
prevent Chinese non-citizens from 
owning businesses，live a more 
tenuous life than their brethren in 
Malaysia, Time said 

“Chinese are scarcely any more 
welcome in the Philippines，Time 
said.“That they have stayed at all 
is a tribute to human tenacity.” 

The report said Chinese resi- 


dents of Indonesia，Malaysia and 
the Philippines often change their 
names and eschew their Chinese， 
language .and_culture to try to 
blend into the population. 
DISCRIMINATION 

Time quoted Chbinese residents 
of Australia and New Zealand as 
saying they no longer face the 
discrimination once leveled at 
Asian imnmigramnts. 

“Nowhere, except perhapsinthe 
United States, could we be treated 
as equitably and ”without the 
slightest prejudice,” said Tom Ah 
Chee，a _ supermarket .owner p 
Auckland. 

In the United States，Chinese 
immigrants follow a well-worn 
Path trod by millions of others of 
all nationalities.， When they first 
arrive they live in_ ethnic neigh- 
borhoods. Their children learn 
English and by the third 
generation， thbey have lost almost 
all ties with their native country. 

BURSTINC 

“Today the two largest China- 
towmns are bursting at the seams,” 
the report said. “New : York's is 
home to more than 70,000 
Chinese, San Francisco's to 30,000 
or more， America still looms as a 
landqd of plenty and Pplenty of 
opportunity. Though -Chinese 
Americans still encounter subtle 
discrimination in job hunting or 
house buying，most of -the earlier 
racism has vanished,”the article 
said .

“Saturday Night Fever” com- 
bines the rags to riches theme of 
“Rocky”with the down-to-earth 
New York street scene look -of 
“Mean Streets.” The finger- 
Snapping disco music by the Bee 
Gees and the charismatic presence 
of John Travolta in the lead are 
other elements that make this film 
aSure box office winner. 

Travolta plays a disco star who 
gradually comes to realize that 
there is more to life than the 
adulation he receives at the 
Deighborhood disco and the 
companionship of his adolescent 
buddies. Karen Lynn Gorney is 
his disco partner who opens his 
mind to the vistas that await him 
uptown in New York. 

The film tries to cover too much 
ground: a look at the disco scene， 
a love story, sub-plots about some 
disturbed friends of Travolta who 
look to him for guidance or love， 
street violence and the maturing 
of the major character. 下 
“Saturday Night Fever” could 
have concentrated on one or two 
elements and pared away some of 
the others, ii would bave been a 
better film .

As student on the 下 ast Coast， 
We found we knew very little 
about eontemporary China. We 
organized a -seminar group to 
study China from 1840 to modern 
times， 了 ach member of the 


Seminar gIOUD Was to Cover 3- 


ten-year period of this history， 
jidentifying key figures， mmajor 
issues, and events of the time，as 
well as available materials for 
further reading:.， Most of the 
students were in natural sciences 
or nonhumanistic studies; Bo 
sttlident was 雇 social science， 
although some of the Physicists 
later turned out to be self-taught 
SOciologists. 

I felt that many people in the 
grIeater New York ,area Were 
hungry for similar ideas and 
knowledge. We therefore Pro- 
posed thatan association of editors 
ad publishers of Chinese maga- 
Zines outside China be organized. 
In a few weeks，we managed to 
invite ， the “representatives :of 
eighteen different magazines，al- 
together about two dozen inter- 
ested people, to attend a workshop 
at Princeton. All of those Present 
felt that a nationwide network of 
communication must be estab- 
lished for the Chinese students， 
but we did not know how to go 
about doing 让 . 

Headdquarters was set up in New 
York:， and that was the first time 
we organized aa real open 
conference on Chinese Americans. 
More than one hundred Asian 
Americans from thbhe ， eastern 
United States participated in the 
event. That was my first exposure 
to _ the radicalization of Asian 
Americans， 

OUTMODED 

As you know, in 1967-68 Asian- 

Americans had just begun to 
organize themselves at Berkeley. It 
was then that I came to the 
realization that，being” Chinese， 
could mean so many things to 
various groups and individuals. 
-The yet-to-be-created ways of 
being human in a highly comPlex， 
Pluralistic world was still domin- 
ated by an outmoded “melting 
Pot, ”conformist ideology-. 

I knew that 直 was essential to 
bauild bridges among us，and to 
that end，our miagazine “Was 
Published with the title，B7ridge: 
In the early days of its publica- 
tion， although I had no previous 
knowledge about Publishing， 工 


NS was an enthusiastic supporter of 


he magazine. 
SS FEFRAGMENTATION 

了 However, it is agonizing to note 
that before .long :the tendency 
toward fragmentation became 
visible. Different political affilia- 
tions， cultural heritages， social 
backegrounds， class origins and 
educational degrees led to radi- 
cally divergent Perceptions of 
what to do and what order of 
Priorities to follow. Many thought 


that only commumnity work was of : 


immediate relevance， Some be- 
came strongly identified with the 
Third World and argued that only 
international struggle was ”of 
lasting value and that America 
was only a part of the inter- 
national scene. Some could only 
relate to ”people who spoke 
Cantonese; others felt imnpelled to 
find a Taiwanese identity distin- 
guishable from an identification 
with China_ and there were those 
who associated only with others 
who accepted a certain ideological 
line. 

Needless to say，several Parti- 
cipants in our seminar Were 
extremely active in the subsequent 
Tiao Yu-tai movement; and Some 
may have even been instrumental 
in coordinating 直 . When the Tiao 
Yu-tai movement began，I had 
justcome back from a trip around 
the world. At the time 工 was on 
leave _ from Princeton，spending 
one semester in the Center for the 
Study of World Religions at 
Harvard. Almost on the very day 工 
returned to_ Cambridge，tbhe':first 
major rally 一 really a coalition of 
all factions 一 was taking place 库

Nations building. 


CONSENSUS 

Now，for a _ brief moment in 
time 一 Ithink no more than four 
Imonths Chinese Americans， 
together with Chinese students 训 
America and scholars of Chinese 
descent;， including “people of 
different ages，sex，Social back- 
ground，and political persuasion， 
all gathered together to work for a 
“patriotic”iqdeal. I remember well 
the occasion in Washington，D.C， 
on April 10，1971，a very large 


rally._ It was a memorable 
experience because of the gather- 
ing of several thousands of 


passionate but highly disciplined 
“Chinese” in the capitol， The 
participation Was truly impress- 
ive，but unfortunately concensus 
in the Chinese community was 
short lived 

We soon began to see the 
emergence of conflicting political 
Persuasions in Tesponse to external 
pressures， But the movement， 
even for a brief moment，signified 
that an implicit structure for 
consensus ”formulation， among 
concerned Chinese in the United 
States did exist， Through long 
distance calls from 了 Princeton to 
Madison， and then from Madison 
to San Francisco，the leaders of 
the movement actually succeeded 
in organizing half a dozen major 
rallies involving thousands of 
people， with demonstrations 
staged throughout the country at 
roughly the same time， 

POSSIBILITY 

It was easy for Some of us to 
form the wrong impression 一 that 
the Chinese community ipn 
America is really one，and that 让 
can be mobilized as a united 
political force. Yet the very 
presence of the Tiao Yu-tai 
movement seems to indicate that

the possibility is always there. 
There are Underlying concerns 
shared by virtually every Chinese， 
They are not narrowly national- 
istic， certainly not chauvinistic， 
but political in the best sense of 
the word. To me，a sense of 
ethnicity as a commitment to one's 
cultural ,as .well as biological 
origins, is praiseworthy.

Partly because of this sense of 
TIemoteness and distance， Berkeley 
has become a capitol of the 
counterculture. Counterculture is 
a form of culture; it is not an 
anti-culture, but a different mode，

Political implications has been 
amply demonstrated by -the 
Berkeley response to the war 
Vietnam as a national issue- 
Berkeley was among the first to 
meet that challenge. ”When 
Harvard sociologist Talcott Par- 
sons visited here in 1966，I still 


recall, he felt that development of 


the Free Speech Movement here at 
Berkeley could very well be 
understood as a localized phen- 
omenon， He must have changed 
his mind by 1968 when_ Columbia 
became the “Berkeley”of New 
York， 

Another distinctive feature of 
Berkeley is the very large 
percentage of Asian American 
students. The Chinatowns in San 
Francisco，Oakland and Sacra- 
mento, as Well as foreign students 
from Asia，may be responsible for 
thbis. 

STAGGERING 


Needless to say，Berkeley is also 


a reflection of the Bay Area as a 
whole, with its ethnic diversity，its 
Pacific connection，its predom- 
inantly wood-centered architec- 
tural design,， its landscape and its 
heavy _ concentration of artists， 
designers， photographers， musi- 
cians，and free-lance writers. 人 A 
sense of fluidity and imper- 
manence is characteristic of the 
social life here. The number of 
bright and creative people I have 
encountered here，sometimes on 
the_street，is truly staggering. Of 
course， 计 one fails to be zeally 
bright and creative one can 
always try to be eccenitric. 
Speaking of Telegraph Avenue， 
a colleague of mine once toljd me 
that the changing scenes there， 
especially viewed from Codys 
Bookstore, constitute a fascinating 
chapter in American social his- 
tory. If Harvardis a New England 
university With accents On 了 ng- 
land，and Princeton is a college 
designed to train gentiemen from 
the South,， Berkeley is unquestion- 
ably a Californian phenomenon， 
No statistics reveal the mobility or 
restlessness of the sons and 
daughtersof California more than 
the constantly shifting rates of 
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student enrollment and comPpos- 
ition on campus。 In terms of 
percentages, we have more juniors 
and seniors，more transfers，more 
adults 人 (including retired ”Pro- 
fessionals and middle-aged re- 
turnees)， more continuing stu- 
demnts, and more street people than 
any:of the 下 astern universities can 
Ieasofiably accommodate-. 

BOLD 

However，“Testlessness”cam also 
create .genuine possibilities for 
bold, sometimes wild, thinking.

or ABCSsS (American-born Chi- 
Dese). 
= _ Age is one problem: the 
Students who-come from abroad 
are mainly pursuing graduate 
Work 雇 thenatural sciences, while 
imost Chinese American students 
are undergraduates in pre-med 
and the engineering school. 

Another gap is the language. 
The foreign students and the 


Chinese-American students do not 


have a common language. Most of 
the people from Taiwan can't 
speak Cantonese. Those who come 


玫 from Hong Kong do not necessar- 


ily speak Taishan. The majority of 
the Chinese Americans speak VerTy 
little Mandarin and some of them 
do mnot even speak Cantonese. 
English i their native language， 
Whereas many students who came 
here to stidy the natural sciences 
are still deficient in conversa- 
tional English. 

When 工 first -arrived 训 
Cambridge in 1962, TIimmediately 
tried to get in touch with Chinese 
students, especially Chinese Amer- 
icans， 训 pthe Cambridge and 
Boston area. It was .very difficult 
for me to establish a real Tapport 


with them ， 
ESCAPED 

One of the reasons was thatthe 
majority ”of them， especially 
students at Harvard，were almost 
exclusively Dreoccupied with the 
Quest for success 雇 ,American 
society，defined in _ terms of the 
estabjlished business values 'of the 
time。 They wanted so much to 
become an integral part of the 
commonly- accepted ”American 
Way of life that many of them 
actually，or at least psychologi- 
cally，escaped from their own 
community. So they really didn't 
want to get involved with people 
Who presumably would remind 
them of their Chineseness. They 
Teally felt uneasy about that. In 
the Boston area，Chinese did not 
even constitute a visible minority 
and in the ' early sixties ethnic 
consciousness was generally con- 
Sidered in a negative light. 


Nevertheless，I did manage to 


know and befriend several Chi- 


nese Americans and we even 
engaged ourselves in some cooper- 
ative effort ip organizing dis- 
cussions and panels to Taise our 
Social and cultural, 让 not political， 
consciousness. 
RESENTED 
But I was under the strong 
impression that almost all of them

BRIDGED 

It is heartening to see that much 
of the gap between Chinese 
Americans and Chinese students 
in America has been bridged in 
the course of more than ten years. 
You don't find the same kind of 
inhibition of the Chinese Amer- 
icans to know more about China 
culturally and pojlitically. Indeed， 
there have been remarkable 
efforts to understand and appre- 
ciate the history of Chinese 
Americans as an important 
chapter both in American history 
and in Chinese history。 For those 
Chinese students who have chosen 
to settle down ip America 一 an 
overwhelming majority 一 工 
Suppose many are confronted with 
the problem of raising their own 
ABC s. 

My personal experience in this 
connection is terribjly limited. But 
I do find that some of my first 
impressions have persisted . 

Obviously，despite the physical 
Presence of Chinatowns in the 
Imajor cities, there is yet to develop 
a sense of community among the 
Chinese in America. There are 
Simply too many gaps to_ even 
consider that being Chinese in 
America can be a generic term .

The notion of identity crisis is 
intended to describe a universal 
phenomenon.

Presumably each human being is 
confronted with the danger of 
suffering from identity crisis in a 
certain period of his or her life 
history.

Imost of us，foreign _ students in 
America, since we carme here after 
we had already completed our 
college _ education，. we should 
already have been through the 
kind of identity erisis psychol- 
ogists talk about，However，the 
culture shock that we experience 
in America can also be connected 
in Some Way to a continuous 
Treenactment of the identity crisis， 
posing questions about our Chi- 
neseness，and even OUIT ways of 
being human. 

The second-generation Chinese 
Americans are confronted with an 
identity crisis of a particular kind. 
9ince my Son is a second-genera- 
tion Chinese American，I_ can 
Sense the acuteness of this type of 
identity crisis which must not be 
understood ， simply in psychol- 
ogical and sociological terms， 

The Chinese in America repre- 
sent a minority，an extremely 
small minority，sometimes even a 
cultural nonentity,， It is very 
difficult for a young Chinese 
American to identify himself or 
herself with a fully developed 
character or personality model. In 
this sense we are worse off than a 
black American，a Jewish Amer- 
ican, or an Italian American. 

STAGNATION 

There is a tremendous sense of 
cultuiral stagnation among Chi- 
Dese in America. It is very difficult 
to find Chinese cultural heroes in 
literature，art，philosophy，indus- 
try, politics，economics，or music. 
Therefore it is difficult for a 
Second-generation young Chinese 
to emerge in America feeling 
sejf-assured and self-confident im 
the cultural realm . 

It is difficult for an ABC to 
grow .UP asserting Or even 
dreaming thatTwantto become:a 
WwWrIiter of the stature of Sam Wong 
or Linda Lee: 工 want to _ become 
an artist of the stature of Mr. 
Chang or Ms. Yang; I want to 
become a musician of the stature 
of John Wu or Mary Lu.”Of 
coUrse, now we see' the Possibility 
of many new ways of being 
Chinese in America，and many 


Asian Americans in _ general and 
Chinese Americans in particular 
are Iaking marvelous contri- 
butions in redefining their shared 
cultural heritage and their 
Uniqueness as Chinese and as 
Americans in theNew World. 


With this kind of self-aware- 
ness ”and ， self-discovery， ”the 
Possibility of a new type of group 
identity can also emerge，And 
with the emergence of a new 
communal identity, a great deal of 
Creative energy can be generated. 
As a result，new symbolic forms， 
rooted in the concrete experience 
of the Chinese Americans， ca 
hopefully begin to take on a 
broader significance.

URGENT 

Since there is almost no com- 
munication, the room for increas- 
ing communication is wide open 
and Urgent. 

I thbink there are a number of 
PIoblems. Those who work in the 
academic community are mainly 
responsible for the gap. Curiously， 
according to one survey，based 
Upon the attitudqinal studies of the 
first-generation Indian scholars ip 
America, even after some of them 
had been staying in`America for 
three decades，thbey still consider 
themselves Indians, unrealistically 
believing that they will be 
Teturning very soon， 

With this kind of mentality， 
Imany scholars from China prior to 
1949，and from Taiwan shortly 
after that，still preferred to cail 
themselves Chinese， even after 
having been naturalized American 
citizens for decades. It is very 
difficult for them to accept their 
existence as Chinese Americans to 
the same extent and in the same 
degree as the second- or third- 


generation Chinese Americans 
naturally do. 
IMPERMANENCE 


Partly because of this psychol- 
ogical gap，they have a sense of 
impermanence and of transitori- 
ness。 There is no perceived_ need 
for them to establish mutually 
beneficial communication “with 
the Chinese community 记 Amer- 
ica,， 

Certainly， they would visit 
Chinatown on a weekly basis， 
almost religiousiy. They would go 
there to buy food, eat at a favorite 
restaurant，and enjoy themselves， 


.which perhaps constitutes the 


most meaningful part of their 
social life- They would make it a 
weekly ritual，or ceremony，like 
going to church，but outside of 
that they have almost Bothing to 
do with the community there. 

The situation in the Bay Area is 
much _ better than in New York. 
But there is room for improve- 
ment,， Involving oneself in com- 
Imunity work，writing articles for 
newspapers， Volunteering one's 
time and efforts to set up com- 
Imunication” channels， working 
with various kinds of voluntary 
organizations， teaching English 
to newly arrived Chinese，raising 
the level of cultural conscious- 
ness among young Chinese Amer- 
icans 一 these kinds of activities 
have been done by too few 
academicians on too sporadic a 
basis. This is why we still do not 
have any well-established chan- 


nels of communication. 
We have to say that there are 


two or even three separate 
communities among the Chinese 
in America: those who are 
asSociated with universities; those 
with industries; and :those who 
live in Chinatown. 


It is desirable, and some would 
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Say imperative，that comrmunica- 
tions be established among them. 

TI think the model ip San 
Erancisco is promising. 工 am 
thinking about organizations 
Which are designed to implement 
afftirmative action，on a broad 
basis，especially those with the 
intention of recommending quali- 
fied Chinese for jobs at all levels 这 
abipartisan manner. Onceyoucan 
identify an area that can，to a 
certain extent，bring all segments 
of the _ community together， 
comrmtunication channels can'” be 
easily established: The language 
gap should not present a serious 
Problem . 

BRIGHT . 

I think the future looks bright 
because people in the university 
community，who are politically 
moOre conscious of their roles as 
citizens in ”America and as 
members of the Chinese cultural 
community，have already begun 
to change their attitudes. 

I also think that civic organiza- 
tions such as the Chinese Culture 
Foundation -are strategically 
suited to _ bring quality cultural 
Programs to the heart of China- 
town.， With exposure on both 
sides，the desire for communica- 
tion should be greatly enhamnced. 

Unfortunately, there are simply 
too few scholars of Chinese origin 
in America that are in the 
humanities or social sciences. 
Since the majority of them are 
applied sciences, the public image 
of a Chinese academician is a 
Professor of engineering，highly 
Sophisticated in his or her 
speciajized field of inquiry 远 a 
Somewhat self-imnposed iolation 
from the broad cultural concerns 
of the society. 

Ironically，the traditional Chi- 
nese idea of a rounded scholar，a 
Sort of amateur painter,， Poet， 
cajlligrapher who was also a 
competent administrator and a 
conscientious community leader is 
nowW， TIeplaced by a narrowly 
defined professional. 

卫 XTREMEE 

Furthermore，scholars of Chi- 
nese qdqescent have been swayed by 
Short-term “ political 。 considera- 
tions in their social life. Those who 
identify themselves with Taiwan 
are rarely in touch with those who 
are identified with the People's 


-Republic of China. The outmoded 


ideology of political loyalty still 
features prominently in the minds 
of too :many of us. Chinese 
academicians are political animals 
of an extreme sort. 工 wish they 一 
myself included 一 could become 
Imore sensitive in _ cultural and 
social matters. 

JIndeed，we are desperately 地 
need of an intellectual perspective 
Which is critical of existing politics 
left and right. Such a perspeetive 
must come from a sense of cultural 
dignity and social ， aitonomy 
rather than from merely a 
Political expediency. 

It is agonizing to note that some 
of the highly respected scholars，as 
Spokesmen for the Chinese com- 
munity in America， have so 
irresponsibly exercised their rights 
to comment on CUITent events that 
they have lost all their credibility 
as _ concerned intellectuals. We 
Imight as well rely upon verbatim 
translation of Peoples Daoi1y or 
Central Daii as guides for 
judgment 让 we want echoes of 
Party lines. 

In recent years，there are_ also 
visible signs of polarization 也 
Chinatowns. It seems that as the 
Society further disintegrates，even 
a limited sense of commumnity i 
bound to disappear. Before a new 
identity can emerge，established 
leadership in all sectors of life w 记 
be ， seriously ”challenged and 
traumatic events will follow:  ” 口

ENTERING A_ CONTRACT 


Most people Sign con- 
traets without fully under- 
standing the legal require- 
ments they are involving 
themselves in. Small print 
or _ complicated legal lan- 
guage in a contract are 
often_ responsible for mis- 
leading the consumer: 
Whatever the reason many 
problems can _arise when a 
contract is signed and the 
facts aren't clearly under- 
stood by all the parties 
involved. 

The important part of a 
contract comes before it is 
signed. These six rules 
should be followed: 

1. Read and understand all 
of the contract: 

2 If you don't understand 
it ask someone you trust 
for help. 

3. Make sure there are no 
blank spaces on the docu- 
ment. 7 
4. Make an indication on 
the document ifyou signed 
it for someone else-. 

5. Make any needed 
changes and have everyone 
initial each change-. 

6. See that your copy and 
the seller's are exactly the 
same. 

Always make sure that 
any oral promises are put 
on the contract in writing 
and remember to do some 
comparison shopping. You 
should deal with reliabie， 
well-known merchants and 
always keep careful records.

In Chinese school and families， 
the children are taught .to .be 
obedient, listen to their elders and 
Imemorize facts，So oral express- 
ion and performance is discour- 
aged jlest they argue with their 
Parents or get their parents into 
political trouble, as could happen 


in their home country. But-when 


they go to public schools here， 
they are urged to speak their 
opinions in front of the teacher 
and the whole class. They are 
encouraged to be creative and 
show initiative. 

On the other hand， most 
Chinese ， students “expect the 
teacher to tell them what is right 
and wrong. They are puzzled by 
the questions the teacher puts to 
them，They become lost when 
they are asked to make their own 
decision on Wrong or Tight. When 
they do not understand the 
teaching approach and. do not 
respond even though they know 
the answWers，as a result they aie 
regarded as mentally retarded and 
often jleft alone ”without the 
teachers further assistance and 
attention. Or they may know the 
answWers but are afraid of making 


mistakes in“English， therefore 

losing face and being laughed at 

by the whole class. 
BARRIER 


Not only Chinese children，bnut 、 


also Chinese graduate students 
from Taiwan and Hong Kong 
suffer this cultural barrier，They 
study hard to look for the right 
answers，However，the professor 
may give them several answers-Or 
Several ， questions without any 
solutions. The training here 
emphasizes the thinking Process 
while .the training in the home 
country emmphasizes content，such 
as how many .characters one 
knows, how many poems one can 


Tecite. These are the signs of being 


“well educated.” They suffer

DEFICIENCY 

The results of the Chinese 
learning styles indicate a great 
deficiency in the oral performance 
of Chinese students.
